Post‘Offi.ce  Laws. — Among  the  im¬ 
portant  acts  passed  at  the  recent  ses  ion 
of  congress,  is  one  remoulding  and  con¬ 
solidating  the  several  provisions  for  re¬ 
gulating  the  Post-office  depaiTinent, 

The  principal  alterations  adopted  are 
thus  noticed  in  the  National  Intelligen- 
cer. 

Tlie  new  provisions  are  not  many, 
but  there  are  some.  Members  of  con¬ 
gress,  for  example,  are  lo  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  franking  for  sixty  days,  (in¬ 
stead  of  thirty,)  preceding  and  follow¬ 
ing  each  session  of  congress.  Punters 
are  expressly  authorized  to  send  printed 
or  written  notes  of  their  accounts  to 
llieir  subscribers,  instead  of  being  pro- 
I  seculed  therefor,  as  has  been  attempted.
